EMERGENCY 
COORDINATORS 
NEEDED 


It is commonly known that magicians have an 
unwritten law, a code of silence if you will, that says 
trade secrets are never to be revealed to the public. 
What is not. commonly known is that Amateur Radio 
Emergency Coordinators have had a similar policy for 
years. After long and painful consideration, it is my 
decision to surface these secrets to the Amateur com- 
munity. 

This decision was not made lightly; for years 
EC’s have bamboozled the Amateur community into 
believing they possessed super human powers of time 
management, planning, and execution skills. 

NOT! It is all a classic case of misdirection. 
An EC, standing at the club podium, listing all of the 
A.R.E.S. activities and accomplishments is just a tech- 
nique to distract you from the noise of the workers 
backstage. 

At the A.R.E.S. forum at RARSfest, leader- 
ship officials were asked to evaluate their organiza- 
tions, and make sure that they were actively grooming 
new hams for their positions. This is my response to 
that challenge. There are enough tasks in this list to train 
three or four new leadership officials. 

The county emergency coordinator, or assis- 
tant emergency coordinator(s), will: 

- Establish a working relationship with the staff of 
the County E.O.C. (Visit the offices of Wake County 
Emergency Management at least once every quarter. 
Test the radios in the E.O.C. Enter the test in the station 
log. If your county EM doesn’t know who you are, or 
what you can do for them, any efforts at building a 
county organization will be wasted.) 

- Establish a working relationship with the Assis- 
tant SM for S.E.R.T. (The current Assistant Section 
Manager for State Emergency Response Team opera- 
tions is John Coan, KE4ML. John is responsible for 
conveying to A.R.E.S. members how the State wants 
A.R.E.S. to run the State E.O.C.) 

- Hold a training session at least once per month 
(146.88) (Find an assistant EC to recruit other A.R.E.S. 


members to hold the monthly training session.) 

- Provide Wake Co. EOC orientation session 
every six months (Q2,Q4) (AEC position) (KM4LB 
will conduct first session with intern.) 

- Provide State EOC orientation session every 
six months (Q1,Q3) (AEC position) (KM4LB will 
conduct first session with intern.) 

- Maintain and distribute a roster of the mem- 
bers - sort by zip code and orientation session atten- 
dance. (AEC position) (KM4LB volunteers to 
maintain roster only) 

- Maintain automated call up software - 
(Bigmouth software/hardware provided) 

- Maintain and distribute the Wake County 
A.R.E.S Operations Manual (AEC position) 

- Recruit Amateur Radio Operators for A.R.E.S 
(If you have been doing the above, this item takes 
care of itself.) 

- Routinely report A.R.E.S activities to the Sec- 
tion PIO (AEC position) 

Under what conditions would you consider 
stepping up to the Wake County EC position? If not 
EC, how about taking on one or more of the AEC 
positions suggested so that it will be easier for 
someone else to say yes to the role of EC. 

AEC’s should consider swapping jobs ev- 
ery so often, so that everyone gets a chance to 
understand the tasks necessary to grow the organi- 
zation and keep it effective. 

I’ve signed up for a couple of items and I 
challenge each of you to do the same. Call me an let 
me know what task or tasks you are willing to do. 
None of the jobs listed require more than two hours 
per month preparation and execution. For some, 
like the roster and manual publication, you get a free 
ride for two or three months, then it takes six to eight 
hours to get the latest version to\ the printer.

There is even talk of publishing the directory with 
pictures (we will see what haircut KA3PSK is sport- 
ing this season).

July 1994
